This is true of all kinds of 
beef cattle. The man who buys bulls 
of the beef breeds, and especially the 
ranchmen, have seen the point quicker 
than those who combine beef making 
and dairying, and it is a notable fact 
that while Herefords, Polled Angus 
and beef Short-horns are selling at 
very high prices, and prices which the 
ordinary farmer thinks are above his 
reach, the class of Short-horns that 
can be used as a combined machine 
are selling at prices Within the reach 
of every farmer. Farmers should not, 
therefore, lose the opportunity of in- 
vesting in Short-horn cattle at this 
particular time. We do not claim that

Improvement in Grains. 

It is now high time for some man or 
men, or some experiment station or 
stations, to do for grain what the 
breeders of the world have done for the 
various classes of live stock. These 
have taken the semi-wild hog and made 
out of him an animal combining beauty 
We SWE EAE WAUKA F440 AEAGMODSL ULEtELy. LOY 
have so improved the character of cat- 
tle, sheep and horses that it has be- 
come difficult to find a representative 
of the average class of stock of even 
fifty years ago. In so doing they hav- 
added immensely to the capacity of 
the country to produce meat, butter, 
milk, and wool for the hungry nations 
of the world. It is now high time that 
our grains should be improved along 
the same line and ultimately to the 
same extent. Some work of this kind 
has been done in England. It is stated 
that the Garton Brothers have develop- 
ed a wheat which holds so tightly to 
the kernel that it could stand for thirty 
days after being fully ripe without 
shelling. and so strong that it will 
stand up against wind and storm, with 
a yield per acre nearly double; that 
they have done a little work for bar- 
ley and oats, and made a cross between 
red and white clover which gives a 
perennial red clover. This work when 
attempted, as it will be, will differ in 
some material respects from that 
which has been done for the live stock 
interests. In both there will be the 
question of breed and environment 
with this difference, that it is com- 
paratively easy to produce an artificial 
environment for stock while the arti- 
ficial environment for grains is largely 
one of nature’s making, the grain be- 
ing fixed to the soil which is the source 
of its food. Therefore, it will be nec- 
essary to make these improvements in 
every climate and to develop imported 
grains suitable to that climate. 

As in the case of live stock, it wil) 
be necessary to do good farming, that 
being a method by which we feed the 
plant, To point out more distinctly 
what we mean, we need in the state 
ef Iowa an oats that will mature early 
and neither rust nor blight and wil! 
not smother out the clover sown with 
it. We need a winter wheat for north- 
era Iowa and north—a wheat that will 
be as hardy as rye, rust proof, and ca- 
pable of withstanding the hot suns and 


blossoming and filling. We need varie- 
ties of flint corn that will ripen in 
northern Wisconsin and yet produce 
forty or fifty bushels to the acre. The 
Department of Agriculture has done 
some preliminary work in this line, as 
appears in Bulletin No. 11, Division of 
Biological Survey, in which it s di- 
vided the country into five be “ts 
running east and west and rying 
from this only by elevation, avd has 
determined the different varieties of 
grain that seem to succeed in these 
various divisions. It is by improve- 
ment on varieties that have already 
found a home in these various sec- 
tions from Canada to the extreme 
south that we may expect the greatest 
success. The whole subject is one of 
which only the edges have been ex- 
plored. There is room for the applica- 
tion of brains 2 ong these lines and 
their use will br 1g profit to the user. 





Do Your Own Thinking. 

Why? Because you will have to run 
the farm yourself. You cannot safely 
follow the advice of your neighbors. 
It may be good. Their statements. 
suggestions and methods may be first 
class. You, however, ought to know 
more about your own farm than any 
of them. They may be able to teach 
you, but when it comes to the appli- 
cation of the teaching you should bet- 
ter their instructions. Agricultural 
papers are all right in their way, but 
no editor of an agricultural paper, be 
he ever so wise from experience, can 
run your farm. He may give you ad- 
vice and experience, but your farm may 
be a little different from anybody’s 
else and your cireumstances are always 
a little different from his or the cir- 
cumstances of your neighbors. His 
teaching is food that can be of no use 
to you whatever unless you digest it 
wu Gpyty 1 im the light of your pres- 
ent conditions. He may tell you, for 
example, that there is more sutriment 
in cut or shredded fodder than in the 
whole stalk, and in this he is right, 
but it does not follow that you should 
cut or shred your fodder, because the 
expense may be more than the gain. He 
may tell you a whole lot of things that 
it may be advisable for him to do on 
his own farm or for your neighbors to 
do, which it would not be advisable 
for you to do at all. He may deal in 
genera! principles, but you must make 
the application. The principle i one 
thing, the use of the application that 
should be made of it is entirely another 
and of this you must be the judge. 
You cannot run your farm successfully 
in any other way. You may make mis- 
takes. We all do, but the man who 
makes no mistakes is the man who is 
not likely to make much of a success 
in anything. The man who makes mis- 
takes and does not learn their lesson 
is a foredoomed failure. 

Books on agriculture may help you, 
will in fact help you a great deal, pro- 
vided they are the results of close 
study, of observation, but they are aft- 
er all, only helps and need to be read, 
studied, and the facts and principles 
applied. You must make the applica- 
tion. No one else can do it for you. 
In studying agricultural matters do 
not fill yourself up with coarse fodder, 
by which we mean the teachings of 
men who know nothing about farming 
except what they have read. There 
may be an ear or two of corn in an 
acre or so of this kind of filling and 
even this is likely to be mouldy. You 
can easily tell from reading either in 
book or paper whether the writer’s 
knowledge is accurate and the result 
of experience or whether it is written 
to Sll up space and make believe he is 
giving some valuable information. It 
is not worth your while reading any- 
thing in any kind of book or paper, ag- 
ricultural, political or religious, that 
does not ring true. Genuine coin has 
always the right kind of a ring, bogus 
coin seldom. Whatever you do, how- 
ever, make up your mind that you are 


perform its various operations. Ask 
your editor what he would do in a 
given case after stating all the facts 
and circumstances yourself. Ask your- 
self whether it is the thing for you to 
do. Take counsel, but reserve your 
judgment. A man who runs his farm 
at the direction of other men is not 
likely long to have a farm to run. 





Losses by Lightning. 

The weather and crop service of the 
state of Iowa has endeavored during 
the past summer to secure reports 
from the agents and adjusters of insur- 
ance companies with reference to the 
losses by lightning, whether of build- 
ings or live stock. By October 1, one 
hundred and eighty-six reports were 
received, mainly from insurance ad- 
justers doing business in the state. 
The reports covered the loss or dam- 
age by lightning of 37 buildings and 
the killing of 37 horses and mules, 32 


sheep, 40 hogs and 15° cattle. The loss 
on buildings was $17,336; of these, 9 
were houses, 2 of which were burned, 
involving a loss of $1,000; 7 were dam- 
aged to the amount of $180, and 28 
barns of which 17 were burned. Of 


all the buildings struck but two were 
reported to have been provided with 
lightning rods, and these were on 
barns. One of the rodded barns was 
slightly injured and the other was con- 
sumed. Twelve barns were struck in 
May and June, and of these but five 
were burned. 

Of the two hundred and sixty head 
of live stock killed by lightning, one 
hundred and eighteen were found in 
close connection with wire fences not 
provided with ground wires; in other 
words, 44 per cent. of the losses have 
been caused by farmers neglecting to 
ground their fences while constructing 
or repairing. The thirty-t:vo sheep 
were on the farm of G. F. Lenecker, 
Madison county, lying along the wire 
fence which was struck twenty rods 
from the spot where they were killed 
ur we ODe hundred and sixty-Six de- 
structive strokes reported fifty-five oc- 
curred on low, moist ground, forty-one 
near timber or trees, the rest on dry 
land in the open fields. 

The reports thus far confirm in a re- 
markable way the positions taken by 
the Farmer for years past; namely, that 
buildings should be rodded, the rods 
being in close metallic connection 
with the building (that is, no glass in- 
sulators), carried to moist ground and 
run down into the moist ground. The 
building thus rodded is almost entirely 
safe from lightning. Second, that all 
wire fences should be grounded. We 
have held that a wire fence in which 
the wires do not have metallic con- 
nection with the ground at intervals 
is a very serious menace to the live 
stock of the farmer, but that a wire 
fence properly grounded acts as a light- 
ning rod and is almost a complete pro- 
tection to the live stock within a rea- 
sonable distance of the fence at any 
point. It does not, however, give pro- 
tection to the entire field. We believe 
the more full and complete the reports 
the more fully they will establish the 
absolute correctness of our teachings 
for years past on this important topic. 





The United States as an Ex- 
port Country. 
The export trade of the United States 


has for a number of years past been 
steadily growing and increasing; in 
fact more rapidly than the exports of 
any other country in the ‘vorli. In 
1872 England stood first in the value 
of her exports, France second, the 
United States fourth. In 1896 England 
was the first, but her exports in these 
twenty-four years have increased only 
about 17 per cant. The United States 
is second, her exports having increased 
150 per cent. France, which was second 
in 1872, has fallen to fourth place, her 
exports being 24 per cent less than 
they were twenty-four years ago. These 
figures are for 1896. At the rate in

The exports of the United States 
have been, and are yet, largely agri. 
cultural. The per cent of agrcultura] 
evports, however, has been declining 
for some years past, while the per cent 
of manufactured exports is increas ng 
For the calendar year 1897 the exports 


of agricultura! products were 67.63 pe} 
cent and tne exports of manufactureg 
products 25.89 per cent—the remainde, 


being mainly the exports of 
and forest products. 

While the acquisition of our is!anq 
possessions, the construction of the 
Nicarauguan canal, our exports to the 
densely populated nations on the Pa 
cific will rapidly increase, both in the 
line of agricultural products and man 
ufactured articles. So long as the bal 
ance of trade is largely in our favo 
as it has been during the past yea 
is now, there will be no lack of m

The Hessian Fly. 


This pest is evidently giving trouble 
over a large section of the wheat coun 
try, and the more winter wheat is 
grown in any section the more trouble 


it is likely to bring. It is said to have 
been brought over by the Hessian sol- 
diers hired by the British government 


during the revolutionary war. It has 
been with us ever since. The Tennes- 
see agricultural station has been ex- 


perimenting and advises to delay sow- 
ing until after the first sharp autumn 
frost. There is nothing new in this 
It was the custom in our boyhoao¢ days 
not to sow wheat until from the twen- 
tieth to the twenty-fifh of Septembe: 
calculating on a sharp frost about the 
time the wheat made its appearance 
In the latitude of southern Iowa and 
northern , Missouri it is of advantage 
to sow wheat a couple of weeks earlier, 
and where there is but little grown 
comparatively that method is safe, but 
after the fly first makes its appearance 
it will not be safe to sow much earlie 
than the twentieth of September. 
Where wheat has been sown earlie: 
and has made a good growth, and the 
fly appears, we would turn on the sheep 
and pasture it down at once. This will 
get away with the first crop, and there 
is not likely to be many of the sprivz 
brood where farmers adopt this meth- 
od. There is no other way of treating 
the fly except late sowing or taking 
chances in pasturing off the early sow- 
ing if it is ascertained that the fly has 
actually attacked the wheat. This may 
be discovered by close examination, as 
mentioned in our article a couple of 
weeks ago and will be very easily dis- 
covered after-the insect has taken on 
the flax seed form. The method of 
sheep pasture is, however, risking a 
good deal as they will then eat it so 
short that it would have more difficulty 
in getting through the winter. Grow- 
ing winter wheat is not without its 
dangers, and in this, as in everything 
else, eternal vigilance is the price of 
success. 


National Live Stock Associa- 
tion. 


The executive committee and mem- 
bers of the National Live Stock Asso- 
ciation of America will hold a meeting 
in the Liberal Arts building of the Ex- 
position at Omaha, October 12, to dis- 
cuss a number of problems of the live 
stock business on the range and in 
the states, prominent among which is 
the necessity of a uniform bounty law 
for the destruction of wild animals amd 
vicious dogs, the extension of the feed- 
ing in transit rates east of the Missis- 
sippi river, the enactment of a law fy 
the congress of the United States pre- 
hibiting the importation of unsound 
breeding animals, and arranging fe: 
the next annual meeting in January. 
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The Probable Price of Corn. 

It is well to say “probable” as no 
man living can feel sure of anything 
so variable as the prices of the grains 
grown in the west. Nevertheless, it 
behooves every man to have some defin- 
ite ideas and opinions upon the sub- 
ject upon which he can act in planning 
for the future operations of his farm. 
Just now the question of greatest im- 
portance is the probable price of .corn. 
The elements affecting this price are, 
first, the magnitude of the present 
crop; second, the amount of old corn 
on hand; third, the probable home con- 
sumption (by this we.mean the amount 
of the combined stock of new and old 
corn consumed on farms); fourth, the 
prospective foreign demand; fifth, the 
pusiness prospects (that is, the prob- 
able demand for corn and corn prod- 
ucts for consumption in the older 
states growing out of the condition of 
business and the“financial condition of 
the country). 

As regards the present crop it is def- 
initely settled that it will be consider- 
ably less than last year, and probably 
not more than the average for ten 
years past. From all we can learn 
lowa is the banner state this year. The 
eastern states, where the crop is lim- 
ited to a few acres with the most care- 
ful cultivation, may exceed it in yield 
per acre, but it seems likely that 
among the western states the total 
yield of Iowa will probably surpass all 
others both in actual number of bush- 
els, and relatively as compared with 
former years. Iowa has produced for 
a number of years past from one-sev- 
enth to one-eighth of the entire crop 
of the United States, and probably 
about one-twelfth part of the crop of 
the civilized world. The weather con-| 
ditions have been better in that state! 
than any of the western states. At 
least’ sixty counties of it did not suffer | 
from the excessively wet weather in 
the early part of the year or the ex- 
cessive drouths of July and August. 
Those who have made the Iowa crop 
a matter of special statistical study | 
estimate it at thirty to thirty-four 
bushels per acre. Our own guess is 
that it will be nearer thirty than thirty- | 
four, and probably between thirty and 
thirty-two, and we would not be sur- 
prised to see the final estimate after 
husking about thirty. This would give 
Iowa a yield of about two hundred and 
fifty million bushels, and seven times 
this amount will not be far from the 
total yield of the United States. Ne- 
braska and Kansas together will per- 
,aps have about as much corn as Iowa. 

We think it may be safely stated 
that the corn in sight in the fields 
aud in the cribs in the state of Iowa 
is considerably less than last year in 
October, showing that we not only con- 
sumed and shipped during the year 
past the entire crop of the year, but 
made inroads on the accumulations of 
the surplus years of ’95 and ’96. e 
think it safe to state that with the 
heavy export to the old world and en- 
larging consumption on account of the 
improving business prospects there is 
less corn in the United States now than 
at this time last year. 

On the other hand, it may be safely 
stated that the amount of corn con- 











sumed in feeding cattle is likely to be 
very considerably less than a year ago. 
It is estimated by some who have ob- 
served matters closely that not more 
than half as many cattle will be fed 
this year as last. This may be an ex- 
aggeration, but it is quite likely that 
many have been deterred from feeding 
this year partly from the failure to real- 
ize a profit on last year’s operations, and 
partly because they regarded the prices 
of feeding cattle as entirely too high. 
There will, therefore, be considerably 
less corn used in cattle feeding than 
a year ago. When it is considered that 
every steer fed consumes from thirty 
to seventy-five bushels of corn one can 
realize the difference in consumption 
of corn between a year ef heavy feed- 
ing and one of light.

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On the other hand, there will be 
more hogs fed than a year ago by rea- 
son of the healthfulness of the hogs 
and the greatly reduced losses on ac- 
count of cholera. It seems more than 
probable that sheep feeding operations 
will be carried on on a much larger 
scale. A litle corn, however, goes a 
long ways with sheep and this is but 
a minor factor. We do not believe, 
however, that the increase in the num- 
ber of hogs and sheep will altogether 
balance the decrease in the consump- 
tion of corn fed to cattle as compared 
with last year. 

The export business will continue 
brisk, but it is not likely to be as 
heavy during this year as last year 
fer the reason that the price on the 


whole is considerably higher and the 
advance in prices will naturally tend 


to decrease the amount exported. 
While the foreigner will take some 
corn all the time, and probably an in- 
creasing amount of it, yet he will not 
take a phenomenally large amount of 
it except when he gets it down to about 
the actual cost of production. 

These, as far as we can ascertain, 
are the existing facts and from them 
our readers can draw their own con- 
clusions. Our own judgment is that 
corn is a better thing to buy than to 
sell, where it can be used as feed for 
good catle, hogs or sheep on the farm. 
In other words; we believe that it can- 
not reasonably be expected to decrease 
in price, but that an advance would 


be in the natural order of things and 
in accordance with the law of supply 
and demand. If we had cattle to feed, 
as we have, and did not have the corn 
we would buy it. If we had money to 
invest we would regard it about as safe 
in corn as in the bank. It will pay at 
present prices to feed it either to hogs, 
sheep or cattle, and the better the qual- 
ity of the stock the better it will pay.

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Death of Dairy Commissioner 

Gates. 

It will be a painful surprise to the 
dairymen of lowa to learn of the sud- 
den death of Hon. L. S. Gates, state 
dairy commissioner, wlich occurred 
during the meeting of the Nebraska 
Dairy Association at the Exposition 
grounds at Omaha, Oct. llth. We saw 
a good deal of Mr, Gates that day. He 
appeared to be in his usual health. The 
convention opened at about half past 
two. Addresses were made by Mr. 
Pointer, Prof. Haecker, Henry Wallace 
and Mr. Gates, who was last on the 
program. After speaking several min- 
utes Mr. Gates raised his ‘hand saying, 
“I must stop,” sat down on a sofa in 
front of him, rested his head on his 
hand, and fel! into the arms of his 
friends and was pronounced dead in 
about fifteen minutes. He seemed to 
have had a premonition of the end. He 
said to Mr. Clute in the morning that 
he wished his old friends from Man- 
chester to go with him two the meeting 
and not to leave the building until he 
did. He died as he lived, working for 
the dairy interests which he had so 
much at heart. His family has the 
sympathy of the farmers of the state.

We think we can 
say safely that in the article referred 
to they will find the latest and most 
up-to-date information regarding the 
numbers and movements of cattle and 
sheep in all the vast territory so inti- 
mately connected with the feeding and 
grazing operations of the corn and 


grass_ states. 


Cattle for Cuba. 

Twenty years ago more cattle were 
exported to Cuba than to all other 
countries put to gether. What they 
made up in numbers they lacked in size, 
The price of the export steer to Europe 
was from $70 to $100 and of the export 
steer to Cuba $15 to $20. Now that the 
war is over Cuba wants cattle. They 
are being shipped by the thousands 
from Florida, and no doubt in a short 
time Texas will do its part in supplying 
the demand. The price of good beeves 
now exported to Cuba is stated at from 
$10 to $14. To this must be added the 
cost of shipping by rail to Tampa, 
ocean freight $4.00, import duty $4.00. 
A leading stock buyer has contracted 
to deliver 25,000 head, and a permanent 
cattle grower is about removing his 
herd of 30,000 to range on Cuban pas- 
tures. It is a very good thing to have 
some country that will take Floridan 
and the poorer sorts of Texan cattle. 
One can imagine what kind of a steer 
Ha must be that sells for from $10 to 

15. 





The Corn Binder. 

From all we can learn there has been 
a greater number of corn binders used 
this year than heretofore, and they are 
giving very general satisfaction. There 
will be more corn cut for fodder every 
year, and it looks as if the corn binder 
has become an indispensable part of 
the stock of farm implements, partly 
because of the excellent work it does 
and ‘partly vecause when the farmer 
needs to cut up corn it seems almost 
impossible to secure hands to do it. 
There is a wide and constantly enlarg- 
ing fie!d for the corn binder. The time 
is: not far distant when east of the 
Missouri stalk fields will be the excep- 
tion, and fields full of corn shocks the 
rule. Farmers in the west are just be- 
ene to learn the value of corn fod- 


American Horses Abroad. 


The American horse seems to. be 
meeting with increased favor in the 
foreign market. We note, e. g., at the 
weekly auction in Glasgow the latter 
part of September, carriage horses re- 
alized from $175 to $275, buss horses 
from $140 to $175, cart horses $130 to 
$180, heavy horses $190 to $230. These 
horses are from 15% to 16% hands high, 
four to seven years old, guaranteed 
sound in wind, free from vice and war- 
ranted to work in all harness.

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Repairing the Temple. 

The lesson for next Sabbath gives 
an account of a method adopted by 
Joash, King of Israel, to secure the 
funds necessary to repair the House of 
the Lord. This seems to be the one 
good act, and about the only one, to 
the credit of Joash. Before discussing 
the subject proper of the lesson it 
might be well to see what has occurred 
since the death of Jehoshaphat. Je- 
hoshaphat, at his death, was succeeded 
py Jehoram, whose wife was Athaliah, 
daughter of the infamous Jezebel. The 
first act of Jehoram was to slay all his 
prethren and a number of the leading 
princes of Israel besides, showing that 
he was jealous of his brothers and felt 
himself insecure in the kingdom, a 
confession that he was unfit for the po- 
sition. He began his reign with whole- 
sale murder and no good could be ex- 
pected to follow that. No good can 
ever be expected of a man who has a 
thoroughly wicked wife. (?) The king- 
dom at once began to go to pieces. The 
Edomites secured their freedom. The 
Philistines and Arabians made a suc- 
cesful attack on Jerusalem, capturing 
the king’s wives and all his sons save 
one, called Jehoahaz or Ahaziah, ~ He 
died soon after of an incurable dis- 
ease and Ahaziah, the youngest and 
only living son, reigned in his stead. 
Pharioh seems to have been wholly 
under the care of his mother, Athaliah, 
and his uncle, Jehoram, and joined 
them in the war against Hazael, king 
of Syria. While on a visit to his uncle 
he was put to death by Jehu. Atha- 
liah, his mother, then arose and de- 
stroyed all the seed royal of the house 
of Judah save one child named Joash, 
who was hidden by Jehoshabeath, the 
wife of Jehosida, the purest sister of 
Ahaziah, in the temple for six years, 
during which Athaliah, his grand- 
mother, the daughter of Jezebel, reign- 
ed over the land. Joash seems to have 
been the only living descendant of 
David and Solomon. In the seventh 
year Jehoiada, by a skillful disposition 
of the priests and Levites, and in 
hearty co-operation of the leading men 
of the country, was enabled to place 
Joash upon the throne and put Atha- 
liah to death, “and all the people of 
the land rejoiced and the city was quiet 
after they had slain Athaliah with the 
sword.” So long as Jehoiada lived 
Joash did “that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord.” After her death he 
came under the control of men favor- 
able to the old idolatrous regime. He 
was reproved by Zachariah, the son of 
his old friend Jehoiada, and in anger 
permitted the idolatrous element to 
conspire against the son of his old 
friend and put him to death, the 
prophet exclaiming as he died, “The 
Lord look upon it and require it.” 

Following this came invasion by the 
Syrians, the capture and the murder 
of Ahaziah by his own servants, and 
his burial in the city of David, but not 
in the honorable place assigned to the 
kings. e 

The one bright spot in his reign is 
the zeal which, as a young man, he 
showed in repairing the House of the 
Lord. He gave an order to the priests 
and Levites to go into the cities of 
Judah and collect the money for the 
repair of the temple from three 
sources: The first was the half shekel 
paid by every one who was “numbered 
among the people,” a sort of poll tax. 
The second source of revenue was the 
redemption money for dedicated per- 
sons and things of which a detailed 
account will be found in the last chap- 
ter of the book of Leviticus. If a man 
made a vow dedicating himself or any 
of his family or of his flock to the 
Lord, he was permitted to redeem it 
by adding 1-5 to the appraisement 
which the priest set upon it. The third 
source was the free will offering of the 
people. The Levites as a rule, however, 
seemed to have no heart in the work. 
They either neglected to collect these 
moneys in times past, or else they had 
put them in their own pockets. The 
habit of stealing from the government 
is an old one, and age cannot render it 
respectable when once the public con- 








science has been awakened. The at- 
tempt to make these boodlers disgorge 
seems to have been a failure and Joash 
resorted to the method of asking the 
people for free will offerings. Collec- 
tion boxes seem to have been placed, 
not only in Jerusalem, but all over the 
country in all the cities and public 
places, and the people were asked to 
put their dues and offerings in these 
and thus avoid their embezzlement by 
a priesthood and Levitical order 
which seems to have become largely 
corrupt. These boxes were from time 
to time opened by order of Jehoiada, 
by trustworthy priests and Levites, the 
money counted and spent in substan- 
tial repairs. 

It is interesting to note that then, 
as now, the real strength of the nation 
was not in its princes, or the general 
run of its public men, nor yet in the 
priesthood, but in the plain, common 
people of the land. They could be de- 
pended on to furnish the money when- 
ever public officials could be found pa- 
triotic enough to ask contributions for 
public use and honest enough to collect 
them and expend the money properly. 
Jehoidas, the priest, had the confidence 
of the common people. At his death 
Joash came under the influence of men 
who had not iheir confidence, and, as 
a natural result, his reign ended in dis- 
aster. 

The lesson emblazoned on every page 
of the history of every nation is that 
the real strength of the nation lies not 
in its army, the navy, but in the in- 
tegrity, uprightness and piety of the 
common people of that nation. The 
phrase, “Blessed is that people whose 
God is the Lord,’’ is the simple state- 
ment of a world wide fact. 





The Excursion and Plow Match 
at the lowa Agricultural 
College. 

The second excursion of the farmers 
to the Iowa Agricultural College at 
Ames, Oct. 4, was successful to a de- 
gree that greatly surprised the officers 
of the college, the railroads that fur- 
nished the transportation and the 
farmers themselves . The great tent in 
which the addresses were made holds 
five thousand. As near as we could 
estimate it was about two-thirds full 
and those who were over the grounds 
during the meeting estimated that 
about as many farmers, their wives, 
sons and daughters were inspecting 
the various buildings, herds and flocks 
as were in the tent. An address of 
hearty welcome was delivered by Pres- 
ident Beardshear, and brief addresses 
were made by Mr. Barrett, superintend- 
ent of public instruction, by Judge 
Seeds, by Prof. Henry of the Wiscon- 
sin Agricultural College, and by Henry 
Wallace, editor of Wallace’s Farmer. 
We have not space for even a brief 
report of these addresses. We might 
state, however, that Prof. Henry ex- 
pressed his great gratification of the 
great advance that has been made since 
his previous visit in all lines of agri-

cultural education and particularly in 
live stock and dairying in which he has 
for many years taken a special inter- 
est. It’is needless to say that the ex- 
cursions thus happily inaugurated will 
be continued from time to time, thus 
giving the farmers of the state an op 
portunity to see for themselves the 
magnitude of the work that is going on 
at the college and the advantage of an 
agricultural education. 

The plow match awakened a great 
deal of interest, and will from year to 
year be very largely attended and with 
the sharpest of competition for the 
prizes. The plowing this year was 
very much better than last, notwith- 
standing the fact that the sod was very 
hard and dry. The following is the 
college report of the match furnished 
us by J. J. Edgerton, who had the mat- 
ter in charge. 

Class 1. Walking Plows. There were 
four entries in this class. The first 
prize was won by Colon Carmichael, 
one of the college students, with a 
Rock Island sod plow. Second prize 
was secured by John Hoover, another 
college employe with a Highlander sod 
sod plow. Chris Larson, a college stu- 
dent, was third with an old sod plow, 
name unknown. 

In class 2 for long plows in sod, there 
was but one entry, George Lewis, an 
Experiment Station field hand, and he 
did a very nice-piece of work. 

Class 3, for sulky plows, brought 
forth two contestants, P. V. Clark, of 
Ames, with a J. J. Case sod bottom, 
being awarded first place, with F. M. 
Edgerton, of Nassau, Ia., using a Rock 
Island sod plow, a close second, com- 
petition between these two being very 
close. 

Class 4. Stubble for any and all 
kinds of plows. There were several 
entries in this class and every man did 
excellent work. The first place was 
awarded to John Hoover, with a Nor- 
wegian plow, second to Chris Larson, 
with a Grand Decatur plow, third to 
J. F. Gardner, Reinbeck, Ia, with a 
Highlander plow, fourth to Edw. Gun- 
der, of Ames, with a Flying Dutchman 
sulky, and fifth to P. V. Clark with a 
J. J. Case sulky. 

Class 5. For boys under 18, in stub- 
ble. This class had two entries. H. G. 
Van Pelt, a student, obtained first place 
with a Hapgood plow, and Ray Aken of 
Ames second. 

The winner of each prize is entitled 
to a year’s subscription to Wallace’s 
Farmer.

Wide Tires vs. Narrow. 

As an illustration of the effect of 
heavily loaded, narrow-tired wagons 
on roads one of the volunteer soldiers 
in a Florida camp writes to an ex- 
change as follows: 

“The government army wagons are 
noted for having the narrowest tires 
in existence in proportion to the weight 
of the wagon. The teamsters, with 
their four mule teams, are also noted 
for the heavy loads they haul. After 
one or two days’ hauling the roads are 
usually ruined. The work of the gov- 
ernment army wagons as road destroy- 
ers cannot be surpassed. Before we ar- 
rived at Fernandina, Fla., there was a 
fine shell road from the city to the 
seashore. Our camp is located midway 
between the two, and after the first 
day’s hauling from the train to camp, 
this fine shell road was a complete 
wreck, full of ruts and almost impass- 
able. As a result the teams could only 
haul one-half as much as they did the 
first day. The roadway was made by 
putting a layer of seashells, found in 
deposits about a foot deep, and the 
travel of teams packed it down hard 
and fine, making an ideal road. The 
moral is plain. Wide tires make roads 
while narrow tires ruin them.” 

It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection that the government recently 
placed an order for a large number 
of broad tired, low down wagons. Be- 
yond question these wagons have come 
to stay and they will increase in pop- 
ularity and become more numerous ev- 
ery year. 





Clover Growing in Minnesota. 

We have been very agreeably sur- 
prised during a recent trip in northern 
Minnesota along the line of the St. 


Paul & Duluth railroad to find clover 
growing rank and strong along the 
right of way and with a luxuriance that 
would do credit to any country. We 
had supposed that the northern limit 
of the clover belt was somewhere near 
the central line of Minnesota and that 
north of that it would grow only un- 
der difficulties. However, it may be 
through the other portions of the 
state, there is no difficulty whatever 
in growing it along the line mention- 
ed. In fact the vacant lots in Duluth 
itself, wherever there is sufficient soil 
resting on the granite rock, are almost 
as well self seeded to the large and 
small clovers as those in an old and 
well settled Iowa town. We did not 
confine ourselves to the right of way, 
but made excursions east and west 
of the line to different points and 
found a luxuriant growth of second 
crop clover such as is seldom seen in 
Iowa, Missouri or Illinois. We saw 
a portion of one field left uncut which 
certainly would not have yielded less 
than three tons to the acre. We were 
equally surprised to find alsike grow- 
ing wild in the moister sections and 
the little white clover even in the 
thick woods wherever they admit of 
sunlight. What does this mean? It 
means that when the timber is clear- 
ed from this section of the state there 
will be a sheep and cattle country 
opened up that will be a surprise to 
thousands not acquainted with the 
value of the soil that will produce 
clover in sucn luxuriance. It is not a 
corn country. Nothing but the early 
kinds will mature and corn must be 
used as a fodder crop; hence, it will 
not be a country for finishing cattle 
or hogs, but rather a country for grow- 
ing them and furnishing the right kind 
of stock to the farmer who lives in a 
corn country. The more countries of 
this kind are opened up in reach of the 
great corn fields of the central West, 
the better it will be for the corn grow- 





Grub in the Head. 

A Newton, Iowa, correspondent 
writes: “My sheep appear to have a 
cold and @ running at the nose with 
some cough. I find other flocks in the 
same condition. Sheep growers say 
this is a common thing, but is there 
not some way to help them to get rid 
of this? I have good fresh pasture 
and the sheep are otherwise in good 
condition.” 

As the flock is in good health and 
the attack is apparently a mild one 
it is most likely that it is the result 
of the work of the sheep bot fly, which 
causes them such uneasiness and alarm 
during the hot part of the day during 
the summer season. The fly darts at 
the sheep’s head at every opportunity 





ers. We predict that in the near fu- 
ture some of the finest butter in the 
world will be produced on thess soils 
where clover grows with such luxuri- 
ance, where lumber is cheap for shel- 
ter, where corn can be grown for en- 
silage, and where there is a dairy at-| 
mosphere and abundance of running P 
water. That section is peculiarly 
adapted for the growth of potatoes, 
for dairying and the production of the 
bacon hog. It goes without saying that 
a country that will grow clover is not 
a country that will be readily impov- 
erished, but has within itself the means 
of restoring and of conserving fertility. 
We do not advise any man who 1s com- 
fortably situated on an Iowa farm, 
and has it paid for, to look anywhere 
else on earth for a better, but we sug- 
gest to the young man and the tenant| 
who regard an Iowa quarter section 
as something beyond their reach that 
it would be a wise thing to look into 
the opportunities offered along this 
line of road. We have carried an ad- 
vertisement for them for some time, 
and always regarded their statements 
with something like suspicion. In 
fact, one object of our trip, aside from 
hunting and fishing, was to see whether 
these statements were true. If an in- 
dustrious, energetic man with limited 
means can not make a success of farm- | 
ing in that country with the induce- 
ments offered, we do not know where 
else we could advise him to go with 
any better prospects. 


and deposits an egg on the nostril 
while it is still on the wing. The egg 
resembles the grub of the common blue 
fly seen on meat exposed to the sun 
in hot weather. Stewart says the egg 
is really a maggot, and it begins at 
once to draw itself up into the nostril 
by hooks and attaches itself to the 
membrane lining of the cavity in the 
skull. It passes fully three-fourths of 
the year in that position, when it 
drops to the ground and comes out a 
fiy. 

Unless these are very numerous they 
seem to do sheep but little damage and 
more sheep die from lack of grub in 
the belly than from the grub in the 
head. There is no way practical to 
the western farmer, to prevent it ex- 
eept allowing the sheep a dark place 
in which to hide from the flys during 
the heat of the day. With a small 
flock and with plenty of time some- 
thing might be done by smearing their 
noses with tar softened with some 
offensive oil, such as fish oil. Scotch 
sheperds apply tobacco smoke through 
an instrument with a long, slender 
muzzle which reaches up to the sinus 
of the skull, the effect of which is about 
the same to the grub as to the small 
boy who smokes his first cigar. It 
makes it sick. They follow this up 
with blowing into the nostril some 
Seotch sfuff which starts the sheep to 
sneezing and thus expels the worm. 

Every farmer who has observed 
sheep trying to hide from the fly will 
see the advantage of furnishing them a 
better place to hide than is usually 
found on a pasture. This and plenty 
of grub in the right place is the best ou 
preventive for grubs in the head.

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Movement of Cattle and Sheep 
on Western Ranges. 


To WaLraces’ FARMER. 

Scattered reports received from vari- 
ous sections of the range country and 
the different markets indicate that the 
rather confused conditions that existed 
up to a few weeks ago are rapidly be- 
coming clearer and it is now possible 
to speak with some degree of certainty 
as to the fall movement. The move- 
ment of both cattle and sheep has been 
jJate this season, due principally to dry 
weather and unfavorable conditions on 
the range. The copious rains of the 
early season in nearly all sections of 
the country were followed by a long 
period of dry weather. In the far West 
the drouth injured the feed in some 
sections, while in others the grass had 
advanced to a point where the sun and 
dry weather only made it better. Scar- 
eity of water for the cattle was anoth- 
er drawback, but as far as can be 
Jlearned the actual losses from this 
cause were but trifling and confined to 
a few isolated sections. In the moun- 
tain ranges the cattle have found good 
feed in the high pastures where tim- 
per is plentiful, but some section re- 
port a scarcity of hay and will market 
their cattle when finished rather than 
earry them through the winter. 

The greatly discussed shortage of 
range cattle has manifested itself be- 

yond doubt, principally In the north- 
ern and western sections, where ship- 
ments will show a falling off from last 
year’s record of from 10 to 15 per 
cent. The heaviest decrease is in aged 
cattle, three years old and over, of 
which class there is an actual famine 
in some sections. Young cattle are 
also not as plentiful in the range sec- 
tions as last year, but the territory 
covered by Kansas, Nebraska and 
South Dakota report a large increase, 
hardly enough, however, to make up 
for the decrease in the West and North. 

The percentage of range cattle that 
will go for feeders this year is con- 
siderably less than usual, owing to the 
good feed that has prevailed on the 
range and the strong demand for beef 
cattle. Most of the markets report a 
good percentage of arrivals fit for beef, 
and for the first time in some months 
the range steer is worth more for beef 
than as a feeder to be finished on corn. 
The demand for feeders in the west, 
including the territory west of the Mis- 
souri river, has been far less than last 
year up to the present time; but in 
the territory east of the river the de- 
mand is larger than it has been before 
in years. This is believed to be due 
largely to the conditions surrounding 
the corn crop. Owing to the drouth 
and hot winds at a critical time, the 
crop west of the Missouri river as a 
whole is below the average, while east 
of the river a fairly good crop Is as- 
sured. Feeders of Kansas and Nebras- 
ka have been waiting and holding 
back, demanding lower prices on feed- 
ers. Within the last two weeks there 
has been developed more of a demand 
but it is largely filled at home, these 
two states having been well filled with 
young cattle and breeding cattle last 
year. 

The movement of cattle from Mon- 
tana, Wyoming and Colorado promise 
to be the heaviest in October. Ship- 
ments from Idaho will be light but the 
cattle will be in good condition. The 
drouth in California and the early 
shipment of the herds to more favored 
localities has left the western coast 
with a scant supply of cattle for home 
consumption, and while the movement 
of stock cattle from Oregon and Neva- 
da has been fairly active the demand 
from the coast is strong enough to 
hold many of the cattle on that side 
of the mountains. 

In Arizona conditions have averaged 
rather better than usual and the cattle 
to be moved this fall will mostly go 
west to the coast, the movement east 
being lighter than usual for the year: 
New Mexico will tuave fewer cattle to 
send out than last year and the move- 





ment will be late owing to the good 
condition of the ranges and the conse- 
quent improvement of the cattle. 

Texas will have fewer cattle to move 
than last fall, but conditions are most 
favorable. The crop of corn and cot- 
ton seed has been unusually large and 
efforts are being made to have a larger 
number of the cattle fed at home. The|; 
bulk of the feeders to be moved north 
will be of younger cattle than last 
lear, but with present prices cattlemen 
are well satisfied with results though 
the movement up to date has been slow 
owing to the high prices asked. 

The cattle coming from the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma are in good 
condition and the movement will be 
nearly if not quite as large as last 
season, 

The crop of rough feed has been 
large in nearly all sections of the 
country and indications are favorable 
for the rough feeding of an unusually 
large number of cattle during the win- 
ter. While it is generally conceded 
that the number of cattle going into 
the dry lots for winter feeding will be 
lighter this season than last, this is 
considered a favorable sign for the 
maintenance of the present satisfactory 
prices for fat cattle. Packers report 
the beef demand for home and foreign 
consumption most satisfactory and the 
demand for good cattle well finished 
is unusually strong. It is expected 
that while the number of cattle on dry 
feed for the winter will be less than 
last year, the quality will average bet- 
ter, another factor towards maintain- 
ing the good price. 

While the movement of sheep thus 
far has been rather lighter than last 
year up to this time, the decrease in 
the movement being about 10 to 15 per 
cent., flockmasters are feeling inde- 
pendent and are holding prices pretty 
firm. In some sections the high prices 
have held the movement down to a 
very low point. Montana and Wyom- 
ing sheep have been moving very 
slowly. The high price asked for 
lambs has held many buyers back, but 
the movement has thus far been fair- 
ly good. Kansas and Nebraska prom- 
ises to take fully as many as last year, 
and Missouri and Iowa are doubling 
last year’s record. Colorado will not 
take to exceed 60 per cent. of the num- 
ber fed last year, because ef the high 
prices asked. The demand thus far in 
New Mexico and Colorado has been 
remarkably active, but trades have 
hardly been as numerous as a year ago, 
though at an advance over last year’s® 
figures of fully 25 cents per head. The 
good prices being received for wool 
has made flockmasters rather indif- 
ferent and the large amount of rough 
feed in the corn states is said to be 
largely responsible for the increased 
demand from those sections. 

If present conditions continue the 
number of lambs and sheep moved 
from western ranges this fall will fall 
fully 20 per cent. below last fall’s 
movement. 

The scarcity of cattle on the ranges 
of the West has made good grazing 
during the summer, and both sheep 
and lambs are coming out in better 
condition than usual. Theexpected 
demand from New England and east- 
ern farms for stock sheep has not been 
as heavy as expected. Good ewes, both 
lambs and yearlings, are offered more 
freely than a year ago. Though flock- 
masters still show a leaning towards 


keeping the breeding sheep on the 
range. 
Arizona, New Mexico and Texas re- 


port good ranges for the winter and 
conditions for a good winter are bet- 





ter than they have been in a long 
time except in a few scattered locali-! 
ties. This fact is said to make sheep- 
men less anxious to sell their lambs 
than usual, for with a fair winter the 
flockmaster can get 50 to 75 cents 
worth of wool for his lamb in the 
spring and still get as much or more 
for the animal as this fall, with very 
little additional expense for carrying 
through. 

All through the range country the 
tendency is to stiff prices, but efforts

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The Live Stock Show at Omaha 


Great “thiigs had been heralded of the live 
stock show at the Omaha Trans-Missippi Ex- 
position previous to its opening, but only in a 
measure have they been fulfilled. The tardiness 
of the management in abandoning their idea of 
giving. medals instead of cash premiums and 
the advertised terminal charge of $10.00 on each 
car of stock each way, undoubtedly was re- 
sponsible for keeping many exhibitors away, 
as an expense of $20.00 to start with, in addi- 
tion to the cost of transportation to and from 
home was certainly a “‘stumper’’ to the ordin- 
ary etockman. Otherwise we believe the Trans- 
Mississipp!° would have been the greatest live 
stock show in the history of the United States. 

On the whole there is rather a better show- 


i of cattle than is seen at the usual state 
tafr, more breeds being represented. The only 
record-breaking feature, however, is the re- 


markably sirong showing of the Herefords, 
there probably being as many ‘‘Whitefaces"’ on 
the unds in numbers as all other beef breeds 
ined. The hog show is certainly not any 
better than that seen at the general run of 
lowa State Fairs, speaking both as to quality 
and numbers. A number of the ‘‘outside”’ 
breeds are on hand, such as the Essex, Victoria, 
Yorkshire, etc., that are not usually shown at 
the state fairs, but aside from this the swine 
exhibit is no stronger.

St. Vaientine weighed 2,565; Nominee, 2,525. On 
their réturn Nominee was given the blue. The 
reverse decision would have been more popular 
with a large majority of those present, as St. 


Valentine was plainly the better across the loin 
and in the flank, which should have been more 
than enough to counterbalance the advantage 
Nominee had in front quarters and length from 
loin to tail. 

In the two-year-old class Ward showed Gold 
Dust (by Golden Rule), Westrope & Son showetl 
Young Abbotsburn 2d (by the famous show bull 
Young Abbotsburn, out of a Cruickshank cow) 
Brown showed Viscount of Anoka; the lowa 
Agricultural College showed Courtier (by Imp 
Prince Bishop).

Bread. 


“Bread is the staff of life,” therefore 
we will gladly “talk of bread awhile,” 
since health, also wealth, depends 
largely on the quality of the bread we 
eat. To succeed in business requires 
a clear brain—which depends on good 
digestion of food. Prof. Edward At- 
kinson’s book on the science of nutri- 
tion should be in every home. The 
Alladin Oven is his invention and is 
constructed on the principle of boxing 
up the heat. His efforts have been to 
help families of moderate means to 
secure nutritious, wholesome food, 
well cooked, which result is obtained 
by everyone who uses the Alladin 


en. 

Usually the breakfast is prepared by 
night work and the dinner placed in 
the oven after breakfast, while the 
members of the family pursue their 
various occupations, as they know from 
experience that this oven cooks slowly 
and well by a moderate heat, which 
makes the food thus prepared easily 
digested and nourishing. Prof. At- 
kinson claims that more than half the 
craving for stimulants is due to want 
of well cooked food. His rule for pre- 
paring it is ‘take one part of gumption 
and one part of food; mix together in 
a‘dish, put the compound into the oven 
and keep it there long enough for the 
heat to do the work.” He considers 
the easiest and best way of making 
good bread is in mixing the dough with 
a short wooden spoon, instead of 
kneading by hand. The object is to 
diffuse the yeast evenly through the 
dough, which is easier done by the 
stout spoon than the hand. Baking 
bread thoroughly is as important a 
part as the mixing of it. The nutty 
flavor of bread is obtained by baking 
slowly for two hours. This flavor is 
owing to the change of starch in the 
flour to grape sugar. My mother’s 
way of placing loaves of bread in wov- 
en baskets to raise and baking in the 
old fashioned out-oven of bricks; the 
proper test of heat, if the whole top 
of the oven was white, or by placing 
the hand in the oven and turning 
round and round while you counted 
fifteen, never failed to bake excellent. 
bread. 

Old fashioned methods are not to be 
despised any more than new-fangled 
ones, and I hope the readers of Hearts 
and Homes will enter into a discussion 
of “Bread Making and Bread Baking,” 
with the purpose of learning and help- 
ing, as this is one object of the home 
department. 

Brown Bread.—Two cups of rye 
meal, two cups of Indian or corn meal, 
one cup of molasses, one teaspoonful 
of salt, one and one-half teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, one quart of milk, 
enough to make a stiff batter. Bake 
three hours. 


Education for Girls. 

Our agricultural colleges in the dif- 
ferent states are doing grand work in 
the more homely virtues of plain sew- 
ing and dressmaking, cooking, serving 
the table, etc. This feature of educa- 
tion so needful to our girls has been 
sadly neglected during the past twenty 
years and it is full time to receive the 
attention it merits. As I think over 
the young married women of my ac- 
quaintance it is astonishing the num- 
ber who were practically helpless in 
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A Brilliant Polish without Labor Dust or Odor. 
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conducting the ordinary affairs of the 
household during the early years of 
their married life. Most of them were 
well educated, as that term is general- 
ly used, but a very large proportion 
of them were entirely lacking in the 
very essential knowledge of how to 
do sewing for the household, and how 
to conduct the culinary operations 
economically. I believe in our girls 
having the best education their par- 
ents can afford to give them, but I 
place the practical above the theoretic- 
al, and I would rather my boys should 
marry girls who know how to cook 
and manage the household, who know 
how to sew and take care of the chil- 
dren, than those who are fine musicians 
and well posted in literature. It is a 
splendid work that our agricultural 
colleges are doing in teaching the girls 
to sew and bake and take care of the 
house, as well as giving them the more 
general education. 





Pickle Recipes. 
To Hearts ann Howes. 

A subscriber asked for a recipe for 
making chopped pickles, and as I bave 
such an excellent recipe I will, through 
your invaluable paper, give it to her. 
Chop fine one gallon of cabbage, or one 
very large head of cabbage; one gallou 
of green tomatoes; one quart of onions 
and three green peppers. Sprinkle 
salteover the tomatoes and let them 
stand awhile; then drain. To the to- 
matoes add the other ingredients. To 
this add the following spices: Four 
tablespoonfuls of ground mustard, 
two tablespoonfuls of ginger, one table- 
spoonful of ground cloves, one table- 
spoonful of mace, one tablespoonful of 
ground cinnamon, two tablespoonfuls 
of celery seed and three pounds of 
brown sugar. Mix well and cover with 
vinegar and boil slowly till done. About 
five minutes before removing from the! 
stove add two tablespoonfuls of tur- 





meric powder. Seal in glass jars. 
Sweet Cucumber Pickles.—Take ripe 
cucumbers, cut in two, scrape out the 
seeds, cut into strips and soak over 
night in salt water. To every quart of 
vinegar add one pound of sugar; boil 
and skim. Boil the strips in the vine- 
gar until tender and quite transparent. 
Take out the pickles, strain the vine- 
gar, put it over the fire with a small 
muslin bag of mixed spices, boil two 
hours, pour over the pickles, cover and 
put away. MRS. JESSIE.

What I believe about all this 
fruit.craze is that we do not want to 
go to extremes in that any more than 
in anything else, and we all ought to 
can fruit according to the demand and 
taste of our families, and it would be 
a hard job to make one rule govern 
all. Now, if our family can use three 
hundred quarts of fruit it would be 
all right to have it. Another family 
might not use more than fifty. It’s all 
according to the needs and tastes. Now, 
some want a good many cherries, and 
others would rather have most black- 
berries, another raspberries; and so 
we ought to use judgment and not go 
to extremes in anything. A large fam- 
ily of children, all well and hearty, 


have wonderful appetites, and all fruits 


tend to keep them healthy. After 
they are grown their appetites are not 
so ravenous as they surely are when 
young, and I believe the age when chil- 
dren are growing fast and working 
hard or taking long walks to and from 
school they demand a lot of nutritious 
food, and my fashion always was to 
have that demand satisfied. Some people 
will ridicule growing children about 
their appetites. I tell you they never 
have that same appetite again after 
they have grown, and how many boys 
look back to the time when “mother’s 
pies and cookies were so good,” no 
matter how well they are made later 
in life, they have not that young-folks 
appetite to enjoy them. So can all the 
fruit and put up all the good things 
you can, sisters, if husband and chil- 
dren enjoy them, and then don’t keep 
them for company; let the home folks 
have them right along. And now I 
must tell the sisters what I did last 
winter in the canning line. When our 
sausage was made it seemed to me 
very nice, and a lot of it. So I fried 
several lots and put it in tin cans, such 
as I used for tomatoes. Then I fried 
a nice part of a shoulder or ham, and 
put that away in cans, too; some of it 
I put in gallon jars covered with a 





small plate to hold it under the grease 
till it was cold and put it away. This 
I did after the meat was salted awhile 
and before it was smoked. And it has 
been so very nice this fall; tasted just 
like fresh sausage and meat, and go 
handy to use. It is much better than 
smoked meat at this time of the year— 
at least we think so. I like to read new 
recipes and new ways of doing things. 
We never grow too old to learn some- 
thing new. Of course, young house- 
keepers must be told, and if a good 
thing is repeated once in a while no 
harm is done; it’s new to some one. 
But by all means whatever we do let 
us be quiet and nice about it. Because 
we have fruit to can there is no use 
to worry and hurry about it, making 
ourselves and everyone about us miser- 
able. My plan is to do most of such 
work in the mornings, then plan for 
the next day’s work. Managing our 
work right is half the battle. When | 
was a girl my mother used to tell me 
that she was afraid my head would 
never care for my heels. 

And as I grew older and had cares 
of my own I got to thinking so. While 
I am no expert housekeeper nor man- 
ager, I have tried and I think succeed 
ed in a great measure of making my 
“head save my heels.” We want time 
for reading and rest and if we are al- 
ways drudging we don’t get it. The 
mind needs rest and recreation as well 
as the body and we farmers’ wives 
‘must see to it that we get it, and I 
think the sisters in “Hearts and 
Homes” can be of great benefit to one- 
another by writing to one another on 
these subjects of interest to us, and to 
help cheer each other. I have often 
picked up our Wallace’s Farmer and 
turned to “our page” and read a little 
that cheered me wonderfully.

Plant Trees. 


One of our nurserymen says that the 
spring of 1898 saw probably more trees 
planted in Iowa than any other season 
for ten years back. We hope that the 
coming season will see still more trees 
planted and small fruits started. West- 
ern farmers are too slack about these 
things. We are disposed to concen- 
trate our entire energies to growing 
the field crops, forgetting that a few 
trees set out for ornament and wind- 
break will add wonderfully to the fu- 
ture value of the farm, saying nothing 
of the comfort they are. Get ready 
now to plant trees and fruits next 
spring. Lay out the ground and make 
plans this fall. Get the ground plowed 
and in fine tilth. Get the advice of 
your neighbors who have paid some at- 
tention to the subject, and of reliable 
nurserymen whose business it is to 
know about these things. Plant trees; 
plant fruits. 





The Bailey Peach. 


Mr. M. J. Wragg, the well known 
nurseryman, does not seem to be very 
enthusiastic over the Bailey peach. He’ 
Says in the Western Garden and Poul- 
try Journal: 

“We will harvest in a few days our 
crop of Bailey peach. It consists of 
two small, ‘narly, rusty’ peaches. We 
had great hopes and built great expec- 
tations on the Bailey peach. It had 
been heralded by some of our nursery- 
men as a wonderful production. We 
paid a dollar a tree, planted in hope, 
and the above is our harvest. We are 
disappointed and if other’s success is 
no better than ours it should be dubbed 
as a ‘humbug.’ ” 

If any of our readers in Iowa have 
been successful with this peach we 
would like to hear from them. 





Horticultural Socie'fes. 


We believe that Iowa has more up- 
to-date horticulturists to the square 
mile than any other state in the west, 
and certainly the annual report of the 
Iowa Horticultural societies contains 
more valuable information of the kind 
than the report of any other similar 
Society we have ever seen. The only 
trouble is that there are not enough of 
these reports printed so that they can 





be distributed where they will do the 
most good. We hope that before long 
provision will be made for printing ten 
times as many of these reports, in pa- 
per binding if necessary, so that they 
can be generally distributed among the 
farmers of the state. 





Keeping Grapes. 

Mrs. V. C. Melville says that grapes 
can be kept for Christmas and New 
Year’s by using a keg or firkin, and 
perfectly dry sawdust. Put in a layer 
of sawdust; select your grapes, which 
must be perfectly free from all moist- 
ure, and put in a layer of bunches. (Do 
not have them touch each other or 
the sides of the keg.) Sprinkle sawdust 
all through and over them, then a 
thick layer of sawdust and another 
layer of grapes, and so on until keg 
is full. Puta good layer of sawdust on 
top; then put on cover and nail up 
tightly. The idea is to exclude all air. 





Brighton Grape. 
In response to an inquiry concerning 


the Brighton grape we would say that 
Prof. Budd is authority for the state- 
ment that the Brighton is a cross, or 
hybrid, of the Concord and Diana Ham- 
burg. Like many other hybrids the 
Brighon is imperfect in flower and 
should be planted close to a perfect 
flowering variety, such as the Concord 
or Worden, so that it will be properly 
fertilized. Many hybrids are poor bear 
ers when forced to depend upon their 
own pollen for fertility. 





Black Walnut for Posts. 


Concerning the proper time at which 
to cut black walnut for fence posts 
Prof. J. L. Budd says that it is best 
to cut in July. In explanation he says 
that during the winter the cell struc- 
ture is loaded with starch and if cut 
at that time the starch ferments and 
causes rapid decay when exposed to 
alternate wetness and dryness. When 
cut in July this trouble is avoided. He 
adds further that this applies to all 
post timber, but is especially true cf 
the black walnut and red elm. 





Now is the time of the year to make 
currant cuttings. Begin as soon as the 
leaves drop, taking the new wood only, 
and cut into pieces of seven to ten 
inches. Set them in rows three to 
four inches apart in the row, simply 
sticking them into the ground. At 
one year old they can be transplanted 
where desired. 





Up to the middle of September the 
Iowa fruit exhibit at the Omaha expo- 
sition was better than that of almost 
every other state except California. It 
was discontinued October 1 on account 
of lack of funds. It is unfortunate that 
more money was not given for this 
purpose as fewer things would tend to 
influence people to come to Iowa than 
a practical demonstration that it is an 
excellent fruit state. 





We wish to once more caution our 
readers against buying fruit trees of 
traveling agents unless the nurseries 
whica they represent are known to he 
responsible. Most nurseries employ 
traveling agents, but the only safe way 
is to buy of those representing nur- 
series known to be reliable. The nur- 
series represented in the advertising 
columns of Wallace’s Farmer we be- 
lieve to be responsible in every way 
and our readers can consult with them 
and take their advice with perfect 
safety.

Hen’s Teeth. 

Fine gravel is not the best grit for 
poultry. It has rounded edges and 
lacks the sharp cutting surfaces pos- 
sessed by the prepared grit. Grit is 
the teeth of the hen, and it stands to 
reason that a rounded pebble will not 
have the grinding power as a fragment 
of equal size with roughened edges. 





For Appearance Sake. 

The loose feathers which collect 
about the poultry houses during the 
molting period should be gathered up 
and burned or else carried out with the 
droppings and scattered on the garden. 
This should be done on the score of 
tidiness, and not, as some claim, that 
they are liable to lead to the vice of 
feather eating. The hens don’t fall 
into the vice of feather eating in that 
way. These cast off, dried out feathers 
are not to their taste. There is no use 
in hanging out danger signs where 
they are not needed. 





M. M. Johnson, president of the 
Standard Incubator Co., of Clay Cen- 
ter, Neb., has a very novel and effective 
way of educating the farmers and poul- 
trymen of the value of his Standard 
incubator, namely, by putting it in his 
wagon, hauling it from place to place 
and allowing the farmers and visitors 
to the city and county fairs and the 
newspaper folk to see the hatch com- 
ing out. He called in front of our of- 
fice last summer and invited us to see 
the procession of the newly born chicks, 
happy, healthy, comfortable and ap- 
parently wondering why they were 
brought to light in the city with brick 
pavements and buildings instead of the 
green fields, the shade and unlimited 
bug life of the farm. Last week he 
drove twenty-eight miles to the Ham- 
ilton county fair and hatched forty- 
seven chicks out of forty-nine eggs, un- 
der the observation of the Agricultur- 
al society of the Hamilton County 
Poultry Breeders’ association. Johnson 
believes that “seeing is believing” and 
the way to satisfy the public that the 
Standard Incubator is a sure hatch is 
to let them see it do the business under 
more unfavorable conditions and cir- 
cumstances than usually occur on the 
well managed farm. 





A Good Time to Buy. 
Poultrymen are nearly all short of 


room at this time of the year. The 
time has come when the young stock 
must go into winter quarters, and not 
one breeder in twenty has all the room 
he needs for all the birds that he would 
like to keep. There are various old 
favorites on hand which he hates to 
part with, but there are a number of 
youngsters running about which are 
so promising that it seems he must 
hold onto them, even at the sacrifice 
of some of his tried breeders. He must 
dispose of the surplus in some way. If 
he cannot sell to any better advantage 
he must let the stock go for what it 
will bring as market poultry. Now 
is the time to strike him for a bargain. 
He will sell you a trio or a pen very 
cheap. A month from now he will 
have cleared out the stock which he 
is unable to care for during the winter 
and if you should then make a purchase 
of him you will draw on your pocket- 
book for its full value. The question 
is often asked, which is the better way 
to make a start in full blood poultry, 
. with a breeding pen or with a setting 
or two of eggs. The pen is undoubted- 
ly the better way if it can be obtained 
without too great an outlay of money. 
The general run of beginners will be 
demoralized at the price asked for a 
good pen in the spring. They can get 
a end nearly on their own terms in 
e fall 


Raw Corn Meal. 


To Watraczs’ Farmer. 

A gentle reminder lies before me that 
long weeks ago I promised Mr. Wal- 
lace to send articles occasionally. But 
it is hard to make one head and pair 
of hands do the work of two, as I have 
been doing this spring. Somethings 
are sure to be neglected, and my prom- 
ise to write is one of them. 

I have read so many articles on 
baked food for chickens, that I thought 
it really must be better. Last year I 
raised a good per cent. of chickens 
during the whole summer, and I fed 
nothing but coarse ground corn dry. 

This spring I began on good baked 
johnny cake. The first and second 
hatches in March did nicely. The next 
ones came off in such damp weather 
and commenced to die. I fed them the 
same and thought it surely must be 
the dampness. So it went on hatch 
after hatch, just the same whether it 
was hens or incubator that hatched 
them, until I was thoroughly discour- 
aged and disgusted. Dry weather or 
damp, it made no difference; there are 
probably fifty chicks where there ought 
to be one hundred. 

Next a hen brought off eleven chicks, 
and I thought, well, if you are going 
to die, you will die on raw meal, for 
I will bake no more johnnycake. They 
have had no bowel trouble, though a 
few are dead. One week ago I took 
thirty-five from the incubator. They 
have had nothing but raw corn meal 
feed, perfectly dry, plenty of fresh 
water and sand. No bowel trouble has 
appeared yet. Other hatches would be 
taken at from one to three days old, 
or from one to three days after I first 
fed them. My decision is that I will 
waste no more time baking johnny- 
cake. 

A letter a short time ago from the 
manager of the Sure Hatch Incubator 
Co., M. M. Johnson, of Clay Center, 
Neb., contains something interesting, 
so I will copy it in his own words: 

“About two weeks ago a farmer 
brought me in fifteen quail eggs. I put 
them in an incubator and they began 
to pip last Friday. They pipped one 
at a time until Saturday evening. Just 
before we sat down to supper my wife | 
looked at the eggs. She said fourteen | 
of them were pipped and no signs of, 
them ever hatching except they made | 
a noise. After supper I opened the in- 
cubator and the fourteen were hatched 
and the little quails were hiding among | 
the duck eggs. The next day I hunted 
the country over for a Bantam setting 
hen, found one finally, and now we 





have the handsomest little flock I have, 


ever seen, all alive and doing fine. 

“We keep them in a fine screen coop, 
and they are tame now. It is equal 
to a circus to throw in some crickets 
to them. Not much larger than crick- 
ets themselves, but when the fourteen 
determined little savages surround the 
crickets there is a great wrestle, and 
the crickets soon disappear.” 

I have always admired quail, and 
since we received that letter my son 
has been hunting for quail eggs, in 
hopes that we might have some, but 
none have yet been found.

White Holland Turkeys. 


To Watraces’ Farmer. 
As the breeders of Bronze turkeys 


frequently, in farm and poultry papers, 
assail the White Holland turkey, as a 
breeder of them I want to give some 
facts in their défense. 

They do not grow as large as the 
Bronze, neither do they eat as much. 
I would rather feed twenty-five White 
Holland turkeys than fifteen Bronze. 
The latter is the most ravenous fowl 
that is raised on our farms. I raise 
corn on ground adjoining my poultry 
yard every year, and let the shocks 
stand until March. My White Hol- 
lands pick around them and get what 
grains are in sight, but never do they 
destroy the shocks, while a half dozen 
young Bronze gobblers will tear a 
shock to shreds every day. They are 


more domestic that the Bronze and do 
not ramble and roam about the coun- 
try as the Bronze do. They are 
plumper and the flesh is of a finer tex- 
ture; consequently tney bring more 
per pound in the market. William 
Stark, of Floris, in this county, dress- 
ed some White Hollands and his neigh- 
bors some Bronze, and took them to 
Ottumwa for sale. The grocers offered 
14 cents per pound for the former and 
9 cents for the later. When asked why 
the difference, the reply was that one 
lot is nice, plump turkeys, weighing 
from nine to ten pounds, just the size 
and quality most families want to buy 
and I can readily sell them for 15 cents 
per pound; but the others are rough, 
coarse, and it will be difficult to sell 
them even at 10 cents. It is easy to 
see that a 10 pound turkey at 14 cents 
per pound will bring more than a 15 
pound turkey at 9 cents, and it takes 
a third more feed to make the extra 
pounds. It is claimed also that the 
Bronze are more hardy. Well, I had 
a lot of White Holland turkeys hatch- 
ed last May and every one of them is 
alive today, and I would like to know 
how anyone could beat that. None of 
the Bronze breeders here come any- 
ways near such results. 

I used to raise both breeds, but dis- 
carded the Bronze on account of their 
roaming disposition, destructive hab- 
its and rapacious appetites. The White 
Hollands are great layers. I have a hen 
that laid fifty-four eggs this year and 
has hatched two broods. Information 
furnished as to rearing, feeding, etc., 
on receipt of stamp.

To Feed Hogs Once or Twice 
a Day? 

J. J. Cady, Holbrook, Furnas Coun- 
ty, Nebraska, writes to Wallace’s 
Farmer as follows: 

In fattening hogs you should feed 
once, twice or oftener per day. One of 
our neighbors feeds only once, and that 
in the evening. The general custom 
here is to feed and water only morn- 
ing and evening. We do not know 
that the subject has ever been suffi- 
ciently investigated to determine the 
relative advantage of feeding once, 
twice or three times a day; therefore, 
no real authoritative answer can be 
given. The following general prin- 
ciples should govern: Hogs should be 
fed in such a manner as to secure the 
most perfect assimilation in digestion. 
The stomach of the digestive system of 
animals, like the animals themselves, 
should have its period of work and 
rest. In this, as in everything else, 
much depends upon habit. The calf 
and pig sucks several times a day. As 
it becomes older and has an existence 
independent of the dam it seems dis- 


posed to lengthen periods between 
meals. The boy who is indulged in the 
habit of “piecing” by an indulgent 


mother is never so healthy as the boy 
who takes his regular meals three 
times a day. Men frequently accustom 
themselves to eating but twice a day 
and are none the worse off. We have 
known a number of men who have 
not eaten breakfast for years, but be- 
come ravenously hungry about noon. 
The length of time between meals is, 
therefore, a habit, and we should say 
that whether to feed twice or three 
times a day is largely a matter of con- 
venience to the farmer. He can edu- 
eate his hogs to eat once, twice or three 
times a day. 

In pasturing hogs on clover, to get 
the full use of the clover we should 
feed but once a day, and that in the 
evening. We believe, however, that 
shorter periods of rest and less work 
at working time will be better for eith- 
er hogs or cattle when on full feed. 
Our own preference would be to feed 
at least twice a day, in the morning 
after daylight, as we would not rout 
hogs out of a warm bed in the winter 
time to feed them before daylight, and 
in the evening just before dark. In 
the short winter days twice, we should 
think, would be often enough. In the 
summer days when the hogs get their 
living largely off the grass, we think 
two meals a day should be sufficient, 
and, as above stated, if we were fat- 
tening hogs on clover we would feed 
but once. The first carload we fed 
on clover were fed twice a day, and 
the result was, they laid around the 
pens and we got very little benefit of 
the clover. 





Diarrhoea Among Pigs. 


Mr. J. E. Mooney, of Jackson county, 
Iowa, writes: “Can you give me some 
remedy for my pigs. They are all right 
until a month old when they take the 
diarrhoea and die in the course of a 
week or two. There are about a hun- 
dred in the drove. I lost all my spring 
pigs and my fall pigs are going the 
Same way. What is the cause and what 
ean I do to prevent it?” 

We referred the matter to Doctor 
Niles, who writes as follows: 

There must be some fault in the 
way the pigs are handled. Without 
knowing more about the conditions we 
cannot tell much about it. In the first 
place 1 would not keep so many to- 
gether. Next, I would use the utmost 
care in feeding sows and pigs. Sows 
that are yet pregnant should be put in 
new pens. The diarrhoea may be cf 
an infectious form and consequently 
the unaffected pigs ought to be put 
in new quarters. Barring cholera, the 
trouble ‘should be prevented by care- 
ful management, feeding, etc.” 





thoroughly disinfect his pens and 
sleeping places with lime after hauling 
out the manure, divide his herd into 
small bunches, feed moderately and on 
a ration as nearly balanced as possibls 
avoiding the use of too much corn. 





Take Away the Well Hogs. 


While we have learned very little 
during the past twenty years concern- 
ing methods of curing hog cholera, we 
have learned one thing with regard to 
treatment and that is that many hogs 
may be saved if the well are removed 
as soon as the disease appears. The 
hour disease appears among the hogs 
go to work at once and prepare a place 
large enough for all the well ones 
where no hogs have been at all this 
season. Then remove to this place all 
that seem to be in perfect health. Do 
not take a single one that shows the 
least symptom of sickness. Leave the 
sick in their old quarters and treat 
them according to your inclination. 
Get some of the government recipe 
made up and begin treating the well. 
If disease appears among the well 
ones, sort them out again, taking the 
well to an entirely new place. If this 
course is followed persistently quite a 
number of hogs will be saved. 
idea is that the pens and floors in 
which sick hogs are confined become 
infected with the germs which cause 
the disease, and if those which have 
not yet shown symptoms are taken to 
fresh quarters there is much less dan- 
ger of infection. It is perhaps needless 
for us to say that those who feed and 
care for the sick hogs should not be 
permitted to go near the well ones. 





Government Prescriptions for 
Hog Cholera. 


We received several letters lately 
asking for the government prescription 
for hog cholera. This has been pub- 
lished a number of times but for the 
benefit of new subscribers we republish 
it. Those who do not preserve their 
copies each week should clip it out and 
save for future reference. 

Wood charcoal, 1 pound; sulphur, 1 
pound; common salt, 2 pounds; sodium 
bicarbonate, 2 pounds; sodium hypo- 
sulphite, 2 pounds; sodium sulphate, 
1 pound; black antimony, 1 pound. 
These ingredients should be complete- 
ly pulverized and thoroughly mixed. 
The dose of this mixture is a large 
tablespoonful for each 200 pounds of 
hog, and it should be given only once 
a day. It should be understood that 
this is not recommended as a cure. It 
has been found lelpful in many cases 
when used on the first appearance of 
the disease. 





Quarantine. 

At this season of the year, when 
cholera is always more or less in evi- 
dence the farmer or breeder who fails 
to quarantine all new arrivals is tak- 
ing a risk that there is no need of. 
Many losses from hog cholera are due 
simply to gross carelessness. When 
cholera is in the neighborhood every 
farmer should institute a strict quar- 
antine against everybody. No strang- 
ers, or neighbors, should be permitted 
to go near the hog lots. A little care 
in this matter will often prevent a 
Siege of the disease, and every man 
owes it to himself to take that care.

Some Kansas Cows. 

Kansas is not usually regarded as a 
dairy state, but nevertheless has within 
its borders several thousands of about 
as progressive dairymen as can be 
found in any state. From the Kansas 
Farmer we condense a couple of re- 
ports showing what is being done with 
small herds. The first is that of Mr. 
A. H. Deihl, of Pearl. He has a herd 
of eleven cows and sells milk to the 
eheese factory. Last year he sold 46,- 
398 pounds of milk with an average 
test of 4 per cent. He estimates the 
amount of milk used on the farm as 
worth $5.00 per month and the calves 
at $8.00 per head when dropped. His 
receipts were as follows: For milk 
sold, $298.90; value of calves, $88.00; 
yalue of milk retained at home, $60.00; 
a yield of $40.62 per cow. By adding 
the milk consumed at home to that 
furnished the cheese factory, the aver- 
age yield is 5,061 pounds of milk per 
cow, and 204 pounds of butter fat equal 
to 240 pounds of butter. The yield of 
his best cow for 1897 was 7,024 pounds 
of milk, average test 4.2 per cent., and 
yield in butter fat 296 pounds, equal to 
347 pounds of butter. Mr. Deihl’s cows 
are well bred Short-horns and of them 
he says: “I think they are the best 
breed for all purposes.” 

The second report is that of Miss N. 
G. Thompson, of Wellsville, who man- 
ages a herd of ten cows. Total milk 
for the year, 61,075 pounds; total but- 
ter fat, 2,544 pounds; average test, 4.16 
per cent. Her income was as follows: 
Received from sale of milk, $402.06; 
from sale of calves, $14.50; value of 
calves on hand, seven, at $20.00 each, 
$140.00; making an average income of 
$55.66 per cow, an average yield of 
6,107 pounds of milk, 254 pounds of 
butter fat, equal to 298 pounds of but- 
ter. Miss Thompson writes: “Our 
cows are all Short-horns except two, 
which are half Jersey.” 

We would be glad to receive like re- 
ports from farmers in Iowa who are 
patronizing creameries and cheese fac- 
tories, stating in particular the kind of 
cows and their opinion as to the best 
type and breed of cow for the creamery 
patron to whom the dairy business is 
incidental. 





Ought Cows to be Fed While 
Being Milked. 
A French agricultural writer raises 


this question and decides in the nega- 
tive, giving the following reasons: 

“The secretion of milk is peculiarly 
under the control of the cow. If a 
dairy hand falls sick the supply of milk 
from the cows will often diminish be- 
cause the animal can retain or part 
With its milk and not yield it to a 
Stranger. If eating when being miiked 
the cows are never so tranquil as if 
their racks or troughs are empty. 
Their attention will be given to eating 
rather than to the giving down of their 
milk. The general opinion is that dur- 
ing milking the cow ought to be left 
in a complete state of repose and fed 
only after being milked.” 

Here is something worth thinking 
about. It is true that the quantity of 
milk is to a great extent under the 
control of the cow. There is reason 
to believe that even, within limits, the 
percentage of butter fat is under the 
same control, and hence it is a very 
important question how to pursuade 
the cow to give down the quantity of 
milk and of the richest possible to her. 

€ say “persuade” for there is no way 
Possible of forcing her. The point is 
to concentrate her attention on the 
one all important matter of giving a 
full flow with the full percentage of 
butter fat. The above we believe to be 
& correct statement in the known facts 
In the case, but there is room for a 
Wide difference of opinion between 





men and men and cows and cows as to 
the best method of persuasion. It is 
agreed that there is no persuasion in 
the boot heel, or the milk stool applied 
on the back, nor is there any benefit in 
using cuss words, although we have 
heard it said thac whistling and the 
“merry heart that doeth good like a 
medicine” are potent with the cow 
while milking is going on. Having 
forgotten how to whistle, we don’t 
know how that is. The point to be 
decided is will the cow give her mind 
to the business of giving down when 
she has a fine mess of feed before her 
or is the attitude of impatient waiting 
and expectancy the best persuader. We 
can see at once that if the cow is ex- 
pecting feed and does not get it she is 
not likely to keep her mind on the sub- 
ject of giving down. If, however, she 
has been accustomed to have an ele- 
gant feed as soon as milking is over 
we would expect her to give due atten- 
tion and give down as fast as possible. 
The main thing, it seems to us, is how 
to get the cow’s undivided attention to 
the supreme work of the moment, that | 
of giving down rich milk and lots of it. 
Have our readers ever cested the dif- 
ferent methods in a general way, and, 
if so, what have been the results. It is 
really a matter of more importance 
than it appears to be at first sight. We 
think it quite true that with the ad- 
vent of the new milker cows may be- 
gin to fail in their milk, both in quan- 
tity and in richness. We are quite sure 
there are some men who would put 
the cows dry by their bad methods of 
milking. We can readily see how a 
bad tempered man or a profane man 
might decrease the yield 25 or 30 per 
cent. ‘The milker must be “‘in rapport,” 
that is, in full sympathy with the cow 
if she is to do her best at the pail. Now, 
can that sympathy, that co-operation, 
that combination of efforts for the ac- 
complishment of a definite purpose be 
best secured by allowing her to eat 
while being milked or not? That is 
the question on which we would like 
to have the experience and observation 
of our readers.
